Regarding claims 1 , 1 3, 30 and 31 , limitation of a compact multi-polarized 
antenna for transmitting and receiving radio frequency antenna signals further 
comprising an electrically conductive, cylindrical shaped ground reference having a 
closed upper base side, located at a second side of said imaginary plane. 

Regarding claims 2-6, 9-12, 14-17, 19-24 and 26-28, for being dependent on 
allowable claims.
